Mr.  H.N.  Tiplady,  the  Senior  Dental  Officer,  reports  as 
follows  on  the  dental  treatment  provided  for  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  of  young  children  during  the  year  under  review:  - 

"As  the  position  is  the  same  as  last  year  X can  only  repeat 
what  I then  said,  viz.  "To  carry  out  the  duties  laid  on  Local 
Authorities  by  the  National  Health  Service' A ct  19-4-6  (in  addition 
to  the  Education  Act,  19-44)  the  Swansea  Dental  Service  would  need, 
at  least,  eight  dental  officers,  especially  as  emphasis  is  laid,  as 
it  should  bo,  on  conservative  treatment.  As  we  had  approximately 
the  equivalent  of  only  2 3 dental  officers,  it  will  be  appreciated 
why  little  more  than  a skeleton  service  has  been  provided  during 
the  year. 

It  has  only  been  possible  to  give  mothers  and  young 
children,  as  priority  cases,  the  opportunity  of  having  immediate 
treatment  in  cases  of  emergency,  although  a certain  amount  of 
conservative  treatment  was  given  and  some  dentures  provided,  but 
as  the  number  of  dental  officers  was  quite  inadquate,  so  was  the 
implementation  of  the  requirements  of  Section  22  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act.  Apart,  also,  from  the  two  dental  officers 
(full  time)  on  the  staff,  the  remaining  time  was  made  up  by  one 
part-time  dentist,  one  temporary  officer  (one  month)  and  one 
permanent  officer  (one  month)  and  organisation  is  not  so  effective. 

Treatment  was  carried  out  at  the  Eaton  House,  Hansel 
Street,  Mumbles,  Townhill  and  Morriston  Clinics,  and  the  equivalent 
of  141  sessions  was  devoted  to  this  treatment.

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After  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  in  1948 
the  Health  Committee  was  concerned  with  the  continued  existence  of  this’ 
organisation,  which. was  rendering  very  good  service  in  obstetrical 
emergendcsby  preparing  exsanguinated  and  other  patients  for  removal  to 
hospital » It  was  considered  highly  desirable  that  the  service  should 
remain  unimpaired  until  such  time  as  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  was  in 
a position  to  take  over  the  Service  completely.  Accordingly  it  was 
suggested  to  tne  Regional  Hospital  Board  that  the  service  should  continue 
without-a  -break . . The  Regional  Hospital  Board  agreed  that  the  "Flying 
..quad'  was  carrying  out  a very  valuable  service  and  suggested  that  the 
organisation  should  continue  as  before  since  it  would  be  a great  pity 
to  break  it  down  at  that  juncture.

HOVE  NURSING . 

.When  the  local  health  authority  took  over  the  work  of  the 
Voluntary  District  Nursing  Associations  on  the  5th  July,  1948,  it  was 
known  that  the  existing  organisation  would  not  fully  meet  the  needs 
of  the  area  and  it  was  anticipated  that  additional  staff  would  be 
required  to  expand  the  service  to  meet  the  required  demands. 

The  twelve  nurses  employed  by  the  District  Nursing  Associations 
were  taken  over  and  during  the  period  from  the  5th  July  to  the  end  of 
the  year  1948  an  additional  nurse  was  appointed. 

During  the  year  under  review,  arrangements  were  made  for 
the  whole  of  xhe  area  to  be  serviced  including  the  provision  of 
nurses  on  the  new  Corporation  Housing  Estates  as  they  were  developed. 

The  populace  also  became  aware  of  the  existing  facilities  and 
consequently  there  was  a further  increased  demand  for  the  services 
of  Home  Nurses.  It  was  therefore  necessary  to  appoint  additional 
staff,  to  meet  all  these  requirements  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
17  full  time  nurses  were  employed  together  with  3 part-time  relief 
nurses,  making  an  equivalent  of  1 8 full  time  nurses.

ere  , cringing  the  total  of  new  ambulances  to  five,  out  of 
an  approver  ambulance  strength  of  ten  vehicles.  The  first  of  four 
new  sitting-case  vehicles  was  delivered  in  December  1949. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  local  health  authority 
opera oed  eleven  ambulances  and  one  sitting  case  car.  The  establish- 
ment of  ambulances  was  exceeded  by  one,  but  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health 
gave  their  approval  to  this  temporary  increase  in  the  establishment 
until  such  time  as  more  new  vehicles  were  delivered  and  because  of 
the  heavy  calls  made  upon  the  service . 

. , the  first  thrGe  months  of  the  year  it  was  necessary 

to  resort  to  -he  use  of  supplementary  services  as  the  mechanical 
condition  of  the  ambulances  was  not  satisfactory,  but  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year,  as  the  new  ambulances  became  available,  the 
service  was  effectively  maintained  by  directly  provided  vehicles .

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS  - CARE  AND  AFTER  CAKE. 

The  after-care  service  as  it  exists  in  Swansea  at  the  moment,  needs 
much  further  development  and  every  endeavour  is  being  made  in  this  respect. 

Tilth  regard  to  tuberculosis,  preventative  and  after-care  work  is 
undertaken  by  Health  Visitors  who,  apart  from  giving  advice  and  help, 
can  recommend  the  supply  of  extra  nourishment,  new  clothing  for  patients 
or  members  of  their  families  and  the  provision  of  beds  and  bedding.  The 
cost  depends  on  the  family  income,  and,  if  this  is  below  a certain  level, 
no  charge  is  made. 

The  Health  Committee  also  makes  representations  to  the  Housing 
Committee  on  behalf  of  tuberculous  patients  or  their  families  who  need 
better  or  special  housing  facilities,  and  as  will  be  observed  from  a 
report  by  the  Housing  Manager  on  another  page,  21  such  priority  allocations 
were  made  by  the  Housing  Committee  during  the  year. 

TJith  regard  to  other  illnesses,  advice  and  help  as  to  the  servioes 
available  by  other  bodies  is  freely  given.  The  department  also  maintains 
a stock  of  equipment  which  is  made  available  on  loan  to  sick  persons 
being  nursed  at  home,  provided  it  is  recommended  by  the  district  nurse  or 
family  doctor.  The  equipment  comprises  such  articles  as  bed  pans,  urinals, 
mackintosh  sheeting,  air  rings,  bed  rests  etc.  A deposit  of  5/“d.  is 
demanded  for  each  article  taken  ut  on  loan,  and  if  returned  in  good 
condition,  the  deposit  is  refunded.  Special  facilities  are  available  for 
persons  who  cannot  afford  to  make  the  neoessary  deposit.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING . 


House  and  Trade  Refuse*  / " 

The  arrangements  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house 
and  trade  refuse  during  the  year  under  review  are  largely  similar 
to  those  in  preceding  years.  The  quantity  of  refuse  dealt  with 
during  the  year  was  64>.608  tons,  and  disposed  of  as  follows :-

Pail  Closets. 

During  the  year  a number  of  premises  were  converted  from 
pail  closets  to  water-flushed  lavatories.  There  are  still  2,159 
pail  closets  within  the  Borough,  which’ are  cleared  weekly.  The 
work  is  carried  out  at  night  by  a mechanical  vehicle  specially 
designed  for  this  class  of  work,  the  contents  being  discharged 
direct  into  the  sewers . 

'Cesspools . 

1 66  Cesspools  were  emptied  during  the  year.  The 
frequency  of  emptying  varied  from  once  to  fifty-one  times, 
representing  820 single  operations.  Contents  are  discharged 
from  the  machine  direct  into  the  sewers  • 

Street  Gullies. 

Accumulation  of  grit  and  debris  are  removed. from  street 
gullies  at  intervals  of  between  four  and  five  weeks • After 
emptying  and  cleaning  the  gullies  are  re-sealed  with  clean  water, 
the  operation  being  carried  out  by  mechanical  vehicles  equipped 
for  this  work.  . The  number  -of  street  gully  cleansing  operations 
carried  out  during  the  year  was,  87?  668. 

Kitchen  Waste. 

Approximately  1,450  bins  are  placed  out  for  the 
collection  of  kitchen  waste,  which  are  emptied  twice  and  three 
times  per  week.  Each  bin  after  emptying  is  dusted  with  a D.DiT. 
powder,  and  at  frequent  intervals  are  returned  to  Depot  where  they 
are  throughly  cleansed.  The  quantity  of  kitchen  waste  collected 
during  the  year  was  1,827  tons,  which  was  delivered  to  the 
processing  plant  operated  by  P.R.  Mosdal  & Co*  Ltd.,  Hafod.. 
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TOWN  & COUNTRY  HANNING,  HECONST RUCTION  AND 
INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT. 


Development  Plan, 


In  the  course  of  the  year  the  requirements  of  the  Minister  of 
Town  and  Country  Planning  in  regard  to  the’content  of  development 
plans,  and  the  plans  which  have  to  be  prepared  for  submission,  have 
been  made  known.  Work  has  been  started  on  ,the  necessary  survey  works, 
and  includes  Land  Utilization,  Accommodation  Density  and  Population 
Density  surveys.  In  addition,  owing  to  the  importance  of  industry  to 
the  area,  an  Industrial  Survey  has  been  conducted  in  collaboration 
with  the  Glamorgan  County  Council.  Attention  has  been  given  at  the 
same  time  to  requirements  for  schools,  hospitals  and  other  users 
requiring  land  for  development  programmes. 

Attention 'has  been  given  to  the  preparation  of  a scheme  for 
neighbourhood  development  at  Cadle,  which  may  be  put  in  hand  after 
the  scheme  at  Clase  has  been  pressed  forward.  The  scheme  for  the 
laying,  of  an  outfall  sewer  f cr  this  future  housing  estate  is  being 
prepared  by  the  Sewerage  Department.

Redevelopment  of  Central  Town  Area. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  194-9  with  the  construction  of 
the  first  stage  roadworks  as  part  of  the  scheme  for  redevelopment  of 
the  war-damaged  central  term  area.  A nominal  start  had  been  made  on 
these  roads  in  November  1948#  but  possession  was  not  obtained  of  the 
major  portion  of  the  land  required  for  these  roadworks  until  the 
beginning  of  194-9. 

During  the  year  the  construction  of  the  new  dual  carriageway  road 
from  Dillvyn  Street  eastwards  proceeded  as  far  as  Waterloo  Street,  and 
a commencement  was  made  on  the  traffic  roundabout  at  the  junction  of 
Orchard  Street- with  College  Street. 

Work  on  the  rebuilding  of  the  Castle  Street  shops  was  commenced, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  central  five  shops,  Nos.  30  to  34- > were 
nearing  completion.  Negotiations  proceeded  during  the  year  for  the 
allocation  of  new  building  sites. 


Industrial  Development. 

The  first  stage  of  the  development  of  the  Trading  Estate  at 
Fforestfach,  which  consists  of  the  erection  of  12  No.  buildings 
comprising  14-  No.  factories,  -has  teen  completed  during  the  year.  The 
factories  are  occupied  and  in  production. 

Work  is  proceeding  on  this  Estate  in  providing  further  sites  for 
some  12  No.  factories,  together  with  "builders"  roads  for  their 
immediate  development.  The  laying  out  of  the  sewers  and  surface  water 
drains  to  all  parts  of  the  Estate  was  ’Completed  during  the  year  under 
review. 

The  total  number  of  employees  engaged  in  the  factories  on  the, 
Estate  at.  the  end.  of  the  year  comprised  735  men  and  1738  women,  most 
of  whom  reside  in  the  County  Borough. 
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A bus  service  from- the  Estate  to  Penlan  and  Morriston  was 
established  during  the  year,  and  bus  shelters  have  been  erected 
at  selected  steps,  by  the  Estate  Company  for  the  convenience  of 

the  workpeople.  ; • ; 

No  new  factories  were  being  planned  during  the. year,  but 
3 No.  firms  are  planning  extensions  to  thexr  factories  which  ey 
hope  to  undertake  during  the  coming  year  when  permxssxon  has  bee 

obtained. 

A scheme  was  instituted  during  the  year  to  beautify  the  _ 
parts  of,  the  Estate  .already  developed  by  planting  trees  and  layxng 
out  of.  Ipwns,  and  generally  making  the  whole  surroundings  more 
pleasant.  This  scheme  it  is  hoped  will  be  under  way  during 
coming  year.;

the  balance  was  under  construction  or  not  commenced.  The  table

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I am  indebted  to  the  Housing  Manager  for  the 
following  report  on  rehousing. 

During  1949  the  House  Letting  Committee  has  continued 
to  consider  urgent  applications  only  from  families  who  have 
no  home  of  their  own  and  who  are  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  • 
But  although  578  families  were  housed  one  is  bound  to  be  very 
much  more  conscious  of  the  very  large  number  of  families  still 
on  the  waiting  list  who  are  living  in  appallingly  overcrowded 
and  unsatisfactory  conditions  with  resulting  anxieties,  strained 
family  relationships  and  difficulties  over  the  upbringing  of 
children • 

The  Committee  has  again  given  especial  consideration 
to  families  where  there  is  a patient  suffering  from  tuberculosis, 
both  for  the  sake  of  the  patient  himself  and  to  minimise  the 
spread  of  infection.  21  such  priority  allocations  were  made 
and  two  or  three  other  especial  allocations  were  approved  on 
exceptional  medical  grounds. 

In  eleven  cases  of  individual  unfit  houses  on  which 
there  ms  a demolition  order  or  an  undertaking  not  to  re-let, 
alternative  accommodation  was  provided  for  the  occupants. 

The  policy  of  transfer  of  tenants  has  been  helpful 
from  'several  points  of  view;  tenants  who  became  overcrowded, 
e.g.  in  a temporary  bungalow,  have  been  moved  to  a larger 
house;  couples  or  single  persons  left  alone  in  a larger  house 
have  been  transferred  to  a small  flat  or  bungalow,  which  they 
themselves  find  more  convenient  and  which  releases  the  house 
'for  a larger  family;  tenants  of  pre-war  houses  have  been 
transferred  to  new  houses  at  a rather  higher  rent  thus  making 
vacancies  for  families  unable  to  afford  the  higher  rents.

CLEAN  FOOD  CAMPAIGNS. 


During  the  year  under  review  a comprehensive  report  on  food  hygiene 
was  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Health  Committee.  The  report 
dealt  with  such  matters  as  food  hygiene  in  the  home,  schools  and  works 
canteens,  cafes,  restaurants,  public  houses,  shops  etc.,  and  the  transport 
of  provisions. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  ddpartment  was  giving  consideration  to 
the  following:  - 

(1)  All  food  handlers  operating  within  the  area  of  the  local  authority 
to  be  afforded  facilities  to  wash  their  hands,  free  of  charge, 

in  the  public  conveniences, 

(2)  The  implementation  of  bye-laws  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
A«t,  1938, , framed  to  secure  the  observance  of  satisfactory  standards 
of  food  cleanliness. 

(3)  Draw  the  attention  of  the  public,  through  the  medium  of  pamphlets, 

. posters,  lectures  and  films,  to  the  necessity  of  food  hygiene. 

(V)  Issuing  certificates  to  the* proprietors  of  establishments,  where  the 
local  authority  is  satisfied  with  the  standard  of  hygiene. 

The  Ohairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  myself  also  addressed 
a meeting  of  canteen  managers.  The  cleanliness  and  hygiene  of  food  in 
all  its  stages  of  preparation  was  stressed.  Emphasis  was  placed  on  the 
absolute  need  for  the  full  co-operation  of  the  canteen  managers  with 
the  officials  of  the  Department. 
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POOD  POISONING  OUTBREAKS  . 


During  the  year  there  was  one  outbreak  of  food  poisoning 
- on  the  25th  September  0 The  outbreak  occurred  at  a home  where  a 
wedding  reception  had  taken  place.  The  number  of  consumers  at  risk 
was  36  of  which  number  6 were  notified  as  suffering  from  food 
poisoning.  The  average  interval  ingestion  to  onset  was  three  to 
ten  hours.  The  main  symptoms  were  diarrhoea  and  vomitting. 

The  illness  was  of  a moderate  type  and  lasted  two  or  three  days  • 

The  agent  causing  the  outbreak  was  a member  of  the 
salmonella  group  which  ms  not  isolated.  The  probable  origin  of 
infection  was  vegetable  salad,  but  all  enquiries  failed  to  show 
how  this  may  have  been  infected.  ' No  contributory  factors  were 
discovered . 

A single  case  of  food  poisoning  ms  also  notified  on  the 
25th  June.  The  cause  was  unknown. 

No  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  as  a result  of  food 

pois  oning •

Food  and  Drugs  Legislation . 

During  the  year  under  review  a number  of  important  changes 
in  the  law  relating  to  food  were  made. 

Milk.  - On  the  1st  October,  1949*  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies) 
Act,  1944  became  operative,  and  on  the  same  day  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Act,  1949  came  into  force.  To  implement  certain 
provisions  of  these  enactments,  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations, 

1926  to  1943  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1936 
to  1 948  were  revoked  and  re-enacted,  with  amendments  • The  new 
Regulations  are  cited  as  - 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949 

The  Milk  f Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1 949 > and 
The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 

Regulations , 1949* 

and  these  also  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1949* 

The  changes  effected  by  all  these  measures,  some  of  which 
are  very  far-reaching,  have  been  introduced  with  a view  to  securing 
for  the  public  a safer  and  cleaner  milk  of  better  keeping  quality, 
and  some  of  the  more  important  alterations  that  have  been  made  are 
mentioned  overleaf. 
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The  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  has  been  made 
responsible  for  the  registration  of  all  dairy  farms  and  dairy 
farmers  and,  in  general,  for  the  production  and  handling  of  milk 
at  the  farm,  whereas  formerly  these  were  matters  for  local 
authorities  • 

Further  powers  are  conferred  on  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  preventing  the  spread  of  milk-borne  infections • It  is 
now  possible  for  him  to  stop  the  sale,  or  order  heat  treatment  of 
milk  which  he  suspects  of  being  infected  with  any  disease,  bovine 
or  human,  communicable  to  man.  Previously  he  could  only  stop 
the  sale  of  milk  that  was  infected  by  a notifiable  human  disease. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Act  empowers  the  Minister 
of  Food  to  specify  areas  in  which  only  "Designated  Milk"  may  be 
sold  by  retail.  No  such  areas  have  yet  been  specified  by  the 
Minister,  and  for  the  time  being  the  use  of  special  designations 
is  voluntary.  At  the  present  time  the  following  designations 
are  authorised:  - 

For  Raw  Milk  ( " Tuberculin  Tested  " 

( " Accredited  " 

For  Heated  Milk  ( " Pasteurised  Milk  " 

( ■"  Sterilised  Milk  " 

When  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  is  bottled  on  the  farm  it  may 
be  labelled  "farm  bottled"  instead  of  the  somewhat  misleading 
designation  "Certified"  which  is  abolished.  Tuberculin  Tested 
milk  may  be  pasteurised  or  sterilised  and  it  must  then  be  labelled 
accordingly,  e.g.  "Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Pasteurised)".  Unless 
it  is  so  labelled  it  must  not  be  heated. 

The  designation  "Accredited"  will  not  be  permitted  after 
the  30th  September,  1 954- • The  dropping  of  this  grade  will  be 
welcolmed  by  public  health  officers,  for  the  conditions  under  which 
it  must  be  produced  furnish  no  guarantee  that  it  is  tubercle -free 
and  the  term  "Accredited"  is  likely  to  give  the  public  a false 
sense  of  security.  From  the  1st  October,  1 954>  therefore,  the 
only  special  designation  for  raw  milk  will  be  "Tuberculin  Tested", 
and  this  milk  will  gradually  be  up-graded  for  after  the  30th 
September,  1 957 ^ the  designation  will  be  permitted  only  if  the  herd 
has  been  attested  under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  attestation 
s cheme . 

Specific  conditions  relating  to  the  process  of  pasteurisation 
are  laid  down  by  the  regulations  * Either  the  "holder"  method  in 
which  the  milk  must  be  heated  to  a temperature  between  • and 

150°F.  for  30  minutes,  or  the  "high -temperature  short-time"  (H.T.S.T.) 
process,  in  which  the  milk  must  be  maintained  at  a temperature  of 
l6l°F.  or  above  for  at  least  15  seconds  is  permitted.  Improvements 
in  both  plant  and  laboratory  control  have  enabled  the  minimum 
temperature  under  the  latter  process  to  be  reduced  from  l62°F. 

This  alteration,  while  still  providing  an  ample  margin  of  safety, 
should  result  in  an  improved  "cream  line"  on  the  milk.  Provision 
is  also -made  for  the  use  of  any  other  teraperature-time  combination 
that  may  be  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Food.  After  pasteurisation 
the  milk  must  immediately  be  cooled  to  a temperature  not  exceeding 
50°F.,  whereas  formerly  cooling  to  only  55C>F»  was  necessary. 
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The  designation  "Sterilised"  is  a new  one,  and  it  is  defined  as

Minister  of  Food  under  powers  conferred  on  ham  by  the  Defence  (Sale  of  Food) 
Pom  lint  inns  19A3  and  in  making  them  he  is  advised  by  a permanent  Food 
wSLa*  clxlttoo,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Mtaistry's  Chief  Scienti- 
fic Advisor,  who  examine  ovidonoo  from  the  trade  and  other  interested 
bodies  before  subediting  their  rooomnondntxons.

Standards  for  a number  of  other  articles  cf  food,  ^e.g.  Edible 
Gelatine,  Meat  and  Fish  Pastes,  Saccharin  and  sweetening  Tablcte,  Sausages 
and  SoftJDrinks,  arc  contained  in  Food  Control  Orders  or iganal^  made 
during  the  wartime  emergency,  and  they  are  therefore  to  bo  regarded  as 
horary  measures.  Enforcement  of  those  Control  Orders  is  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  many  of  the 
standards  c ntained  in  them  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Food  Standards  Committee 
with  a view  to  bringing  them  under  Pood  Standards  Orders.

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The  presence  of  ac^ded  water  was  confirmed  in  only  three  instances, 
and  in  one  of  these  the  proportion  of  extraneous  water  was  very  small. 

The  other  two  samples  were  from  one  source  of  supply.  They  proved  to 
contain  12  and  9 per  cent,  of  added  water  respectively,  and  legal 
proceedings  we  re  taken  in  respect  of  them.  There  were  two  defendants 
and  each  was  fined  £10  and  required  to  pay  £6.  6,  Od*  costs. 

Thirty  ,! appeal-to-cow’’  samples  were  obtained  during  the  year. 

Twenty r-eight  of  these  were  for  comparison  of  their  fat  contents  with 
those  of  samples  found  to  be  low  in  fat.  The  other  two  were  .in  connection 
with  the  case  in  which  legal  proceedings  were  taken,  They  proved  to  be 
of  normal  composition  and  to  have  normal  freezing  points,  and  .they  fully 
confirmed  the  presence  of  added  water  in  the  original  samples  to  the 
extent  indicated  by  their  freezing  points.

The  average  fat  content  of  the  samples  examined  during  194-9  was 
somewhat  lower  than  usual  arid 'was  due  to  the  higher  proportion  of  samples 
that  were  deficient  in  fatc  As  already  stated  these  deficiencies  were 
natural,  and  it  seems  likely  that  these  findings  are  consequent  upon  the 
general  increase  in  the  number  of  herds  that  are  composed  largely,  or 
entirely,  of  British  Friesian  cows.  It  is  well  known  that  these  cows  give 
a much  larger  yield  of  milk,  than  other  breeds  but  .generally  it  is  poorer 
in  fat  content.

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Ice-cream,  - At  the  present  there  are  no  legal  standards  of  composition 
for  ice-cream,  and  the  wide  variation  in  the  composition  of  the  articles

Five  samples  contained  loss  than  3o0  per  cent,  of  fat*  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  the  term  ’'ice-cream" 
includes  "any  similar  commodity",  no  action  could  be  taken  in  respect  of 
these  samples  of  low  quality. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  1948,  additional  supplies  of  sugar  and 
in  certain  cases  fats  were  made  available  to  ice-cream  manufacturers  who 
signed  an  undertaking  with  the  Ministry  of  Food  that  their  ice-cream 
would  have  a minimum  fat  content  of  2,5  per  cent.  As  nearly  all  ice- 
cream manufacturers  signed  this  undertaking  the  Ministry  of  Food  has 
requested  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities  to  furnish  them  with  copies  of  all 
analyses  of  ice-cream  that  they  sample  in  order  that  the  Ministry  may 
take  appropriate  action  in  cases  where  this  undertaking  is  not  being 
honoured. 

Since  the  end  of  the  year  1949,  the  supply  of  fats  and  milk  powder 
available  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  has  improved  considerably, 
and  the  Food  Standards  Committee  has  recently  recommended  an  interim 
standard  of  3%  fat,  10%  sugar  and  7^5%  milk  solids  othor  than  fat. 

Dried  Milk.  - Four  samples  of  dried  milk  powder  suspected  of  having 
caused  sickness  in  babies  were  examined  at  length.  The  samples  were 
normal  in  odour,  taste  and  acidity,  the  protein  was  not  denatured  and 
the  powders  could  be  readily  reconstituted  with  water.  There  was  no 
evidence  of  the  fat  being  rancid  or  of  metallic  contamination.  Chemical 
analysis,  therefore,  did  not  reveal  anything  to  account  for  the  sickness 
reported  to  have  occurred. 

Metallic  Contamination,  - Many  samples  were  examined  for  possible 
contamination  by  poisonous  metals.  It  is  widely  held  that  the  maximum 
allowable  limit  for  load  in  beer  is  l/50th,  grain  per  gallon,  or  0*3 
part  per  million,  and  for  arsenic  in  beer  l/lOOth,  grain  per  gallon,  or 
0.14  part  per  million,  when  expressed  as  arsenious  oxide.  The  lead  and 
arsenic  contents  of  the  eight  samples  of  draught  beer  examined  were  well 
below  these  limits. 

All  the  canned  foods  were  examined  for  tin  content  but  in  no  case 
was  an  excessive  amount  found,  while  four  samples  of  tomato  products 
contained  only  insignificant  traces  of  copper. 

Preservatives  in  Food,  - i'J.1  the  samples  of  milk  were  free  from 
preservatives;  twenty-four  samples  of  other  foods  contained  pexmitted 
preservatives  in  amounts  not  exceeding  the  prescribed  maximum. 


Miscellaneous  Samples. 

The  Health  Department  submitted  21  samples  of  water  for.  analysis. 
Eleven  samples  from  domestic  bib-taps,  one  from  the  Cray  reservoir  and 
one  from  the  24  inch  supply  mainfron  the  lower  Lliw  reservoir  were  of 
moderate  organic  purity  and  free  from  lead.  The  sources  of  the  rest  of 
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Miscellaneous  Samples  (Cant), 


the  samples  were  paddling  pools  (a)*  Bwllfa  Ddu  Colliery  (2),  well 
(l)  and  spring  (l). 

The  Waterworks  Department  submitted  seven  samples  of  water  for 
examination  with  special  reference  to  their  iron  content.  One  of 
these  was  taken  from  the  lower  Lliw  reservoir  and  three  were  from 
the  trunk  main  between  the  Lliw  reservoir  and  Morriston,  The  samples 
from  the  reservoir,  from  the  main  near  Penrhiw,  and  from  the  Felindre 
supply  at  Morriston  Park  meter  house  each  contained  0,18  parts  of  iron 
per  million,  but  that  taken  in  Vivian  Row,  Pontlasse  contained  1,05 
parts  of  iron  per  million  and  was  turbid  and  yellow  in  colour. 

An  iron  content  up  to  0*2  parts  per  million  of  water  is  usually 
unobjectionable,  but  when  it  exceeds  this  proportion,  complaints  of 
discolouration,  turbidiiy,  deposit  and  possibly  of  impaired  palatability 
are  likely  to  arise. 

The  other  three  samples  from  the  Waterworks  Department  were  taken 
in  connection  with  flushing  operations  at  Pontlasse. 

Nine  samples  of  fertilisers  and  nine  of  feeding  stuffs,  submitted 
under  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,-  1926,  were  analysed  for 
the  Weights  and  Measures  Department,  The  results  were  as  follows

by  washing  and  canbing  at  home.  In  uncomplicated  cases,  one 
application  of  Ascabiol  is  usually  sufficient*  Cases  of  lesser 
degree  of  infestation  are  given  lethane  oil  at  the  Clinics  far  use 
at  home  and  advised  as  to  methods* 

Absentees  are  followed  up  by  the  Health  Visitors.  All 
heavily  infested  children  are  excluded  from  school  until  they  are 
clean •

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MILK  AND  MEALS  STATISTICS  . 


The  Director  of  Education  reports  as  follows  on  milk  and 
meals  supplied  during  the  year:- 

1 . Milk. 

It  will  he  recalled  that  as  from  1st  September,  1946, 
the  Ministry  of  Education  indicated  that  pupils  in  maintained 
Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  should  receive  free  milk  daily. 

In  view  of  the  supply  position,  however,  it  was  decided  to 
maintain  the  daily  quantity  available  for  each  pupil  at  ^ pint; 
this  quantity  was  increased  as  from  August,  1947,  to  2/3  pint 
daily  in  the  case  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  Nursery  Schools • 

It  is  known  that  approximately  3,437,200  y pint  bottles 
of  milk  were  supplied  free  to  pupils  in  the  Authority* s Primary 
and  Secondary  Schools  estimated  to  number  22,170  during  the  year 

1 949  • 


In  a return  furnished  to  the  Ministry  of  Education  for 
a day  in  October,  1949,  it  was  stated  that  of  the  20,207  pupils 
in  attendance  at  the  Authority’s  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools, 
17,252  or  85.37  per  cent  were  in  receipt  of  free  milk,  i.e. 
y pint  bottle  daily.

Introduction . 


This  report  covers  the  development  of  physical  education 
under  the  Swansea  Local  Education  Authority  during  the  calendar 
year  1 94-9  • It  present  a conspectus  of  the  work  done  in  connection 
with  the  physical  education  of  boys,  and,  in  general,  it  may  be 
said  to  reflect  similar  developments  in  the  physical  education  of 
girls,  for  whom  the  Authority  is  still  without  an  Organiser.

The  content  of  this  report  has  been  made  as  factual 
as  possible.  In  conclusion  it  may  bo  observed,  however,  that 
while  good  work  is  being  done  by  individual  teachers,  there  is 
no  room  for  complacency  on  the  part  of  the  Authority.  It  is 
realised  that  the  schools  are  short  of  playing  pitches,  gymnasia, 
gymnastic  equipment,  physical  training  clothing  and  sports  gear. 
It  will  be  readily  appreciated,  moreover,  that  in  a period  of 
enforced  economy,  slight  amelioration  of  these  conditions  can 
be  foreseen  in  the  immediate  future .
